from 90,000 to 100,000 florins, or from $87,800 to 
$42,000, “The universities do not exist as indepen- 
dent associations under charters granted by the 
goverpmeate; but stand immediately under their 
control; are regulated by them; and may at any 
moment be abolished by a decree of the same pow- 
er, Which called them into existence. 

The professors are of two kinds, ordinary and 
extraordinary, Vhey are all appomted alike, but 
dither in rank. "Phe ordinary professors, strictly 
speaking, Constitute the faculty ; they are mem- 
bers of the academical senate, and thus havea 
voice 1h the Bovernment of the university; they 
have a dean of the facu ty, who isalways chosen by 
and from themselves, When appointed, the ordi- 
hary proles#ors may enter iminediately on thetr 
duties WIHOUt Inauguration; but in order to enjoy 
all the gts @od jmweunities of their ottice, and es- 
pecially to be eligible as dean of the faculty, they 
must first holda peblic disputation in Latin pro 
loco ohttnendo. ‘Vhe professors extraordinary are 
simply teachers, and have no further duties nor 
privieges Besides these there is another class of 
prvate instructers, composed of young men who 
have taken the degree of Doctor of Philosophy, 
(equivalent to our Master of Arts.) and have then

Scuoors in GREECE. 

[Extracts from Anderson's Greece. } 

The amount of subscriptions for free-schools, 
made by Greeks from September [828 to 
September $29, and acknowledged in the 
government newspaper, Was 94,980 plastres, 
or about 6,300 dollars. This is only a part of 
what was done in that time for this object: 
and when we cousider, that nine-tenths of the 
houses in peninsular and continental Greece 
were destroyed by the war; that the lands had 
been extensively laid waste; that the people 
had few cattle and implements of husban- 
dry, and, to a great extent, only borrowed 
seed, with which to procure bread for their 
families; that commerce was nearly annihila- 
ted; that the islands had become impoverish- 
ed; that money had two or three times the 
relative value it has in America; and that 
probably not halfofthe subscribers were them- 
selves able to read;—the effort must be con- 
sidered as demonstrating a desire for the 
growth of knowledge among them, quite as 
strong as many ties the amount in imore fa- 
vored communities. ‘There have been some 
distinguished instances of individual muniti- 
cence, which do not enter into the above es- 
timate . * * * °

The foundations of the house for the female 
school, were laid while we were at Syra; and 
so important did the enterprise appear to us, 
that Doct. K. was authorized to draw on the 
treasury of our Board, should there be occa- 
sion, for a specific sum to furnish the neces- 
sary apparatus for the school, and also for the 
wages of the female teacher until he should be 
otherwise instructed by the Board. 

The school under the superintendence of 
this worthy missionary, as it had an Ameri- 
can origin, has been uniformly called * the A- 
merican School,” and itis by tar the most in- 
teresting one in Greece.
